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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's Amendment filed on 10/18/04 has been entered. Claims 1,18 and 36 
have been amended. Claims 2-17, 19-29, 40-76, 83-95 and 102-1.14 have been 
cancelled. No claims have been added. Claims 1, 18, 30-39, 77-82 and 96-101 are still 
pending in this application, wherein claims 30, 77 and 96 being independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 30, 1,18, 31-39. 77-82 and 96-101 (renumbered as 1-24, respectively) 
are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention as now claimed is not disclosed or rendered obvious in view of the 
prior art of record. As to claims 30, 77 and 96, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination, the recited method and system for generating an ideal 
disturber signal model of an ideal disturber signal for each of the disturber signals, 
comparing the ideal disturber signal model with an actual signal on the channel to 
generate an estimation of a co-channel of the disturber signal, and repeating these 
steps as necessary until all the co-channels of the disturbers are identified 
corresponding to the number of disturber signals determined on the channel as set 
forth in the recited claims.
